Washington, Sprit 9, 1834 — Mr Calhoun, 
agreeably to previous notice, called up his 
Bill to repeal the Force Bill to-day, and made 
about an hour and a half’s speech upon it. 
He was rather temperate in his argument; 
but I thought a little embarrassed. 
I never 
heard him speak so slowly and deliberately. 
1 never knew Inm so unsuccessful in enlisting 
the feelin g s of the au d ien ce; there was no 
manifestation of any tteling, us 1 could per­ 
c e iv e ; though they listened with great atten­ 
tion. 
His argument was very abstruse and 
metaphysical; 
I could not do it, or him jus­ 
tice, by pretending to give any analysis of it. 
He spoke as if he was aware, that he should 
have opposition from all quarters, with no­ 
body but his colleagues to back him.

against nullification; and -out had he been 
present when the Force Bill passed, he should 
have voted (or it ; and would not now consent 
that any part o f it should be repealed. 
Mr 
Calhoun had desired that the military part ot 
tiie bill, at least, might be expunged ; but Mr 
Clay would not have a clause touched. 
Mr Clay moved the reference of the Repeal 
Bill to the Judiciary Committee. Mr Calhoun 
was opposed to this as being unnecessary, but 
had finally to yield. 
Mr Preston made a short speech, less dis­ 
creet, I thought, than his colleague’s, and inti­ 
mated pretty broadly that his State would go 
to the deuth for the principles she professed. 
He however, as well as his colleague, pro­ 
fessed not to desire the repeal on the score 
of nullification, but ot nnconstitutionality. 
Judge Forsyth made a 
few 
observations, 
simply 
indicating that he could not con­ 
sent to the repeal of this act, which would ex- 
prire by limitation at tbe end of the session. 
Mr Calhoun replied to Mr Clay, and he re­ 
replied. 
In his second reply he was more 
decisive and pointed than the first; and his 
manner on the occasion was more eloquent 
and impressive, till he finally came to the 
ludicrous (in which he was very happy) than 
1 ever before witnessed. 
In misquoting a 
quotation 
however, he got the laugh upon 
himself. * Let the galled wince, (said ne) my 
«?«elhers [tctlher] are” u n stru n g!—•Unw rung’ 
said some one, or rather some two or three.— 
“ unhung," repeated lie; and the whole S e n ­ 
ate were rt a roar of laughter; and continued 
to titter for ten minutes afterwards. 
Mr Clay 
however did’nt keer about the quotation, and 
went on with his speech. 
Gov. Poindexter concluded the debate and 
confessed the ignorance ot what nullification 
was; but he was only “ ignorant o f what h e ’s 
most assured.” 
1 did not wait to hear him ;
